Eliot Retires From Presidency 
Of Harvard University 


HE IS SUCCEEDED BY LOWELL 


Change Made Without Public or Of- 
ficlal Ceremony, the New Head to 
Be Honored by Formal Induction 
Into Office Next Fall—Retiring Edu- 
cator Finds Himself In Great De- 
mand as a Public Speaker 


Cambridge, Mass., May 19.— 
Charles W. Eliot has laid aside the 
robe of office which he has worn with 
so much honor for forty years as 
president of Harvard university, and 
with characteristic simplicity stepped 
back into private life.

Today a new hand grasped the 
helm of America’s oldest educational 
institution, and with Abott L. Lowell 
will rest the guidance of the doctor, 
the young lawyer and the young busi- 
ness man,,in his educational career. 

President Eliot presided on Mon- 
day at his last meeting with the 
members of the corporation, and yes- 
terday he held his last conference 
with the members of the faculty. In 
both instances he spoke a few words 
of appreciation for the support given 
him and received their good wishes. 

Although his responsibilities have 
ceased in closing his professional 
career at the age of 75, Eliot finds 

- himsel? in demand as a public speak- 
er. In a week he goes to the middle 
states as a guest of the Associated 
Harvard clubs at Cincinnati and to 


deliver an address before the Phi 


Beta Kappa society at the Univer- 
sity of Missouri. 


his summer home at North East Har- 
bor, Me., he will continue to live in 
the president’s house at Cambridge. 

Upon his return from Maine, late 
in the fall, he will occupy an estate 
on Brattle street in this city. The 
residence is not large, but it will ac- 
commodate the retired president and 
his wife-and be ample for their social 
requirements. 

The passing of President Eliot and 
the advent of President Lowell, while 
noteworthy in the history of Harvard, 
was unmarked by interruption in the 
regular pulsation of college work. A 
tall, dignified figure, with well 
poised head, grave face and kindly 
eye, simply gave place to one of 
short, athletic build, alert in counte- 
nance and eye. Next fall the uni- 
versity will fittingly honor its new 
head by a formal induction into of- 
fice. 

Upon the evening of his election 
last January Professor Lowell pub- 
licly expressed the hope that the 
mantle of President Eliot might fall 
upon his shoulders as the mantle of 
Elijah. the prophet, fell upon Elisha.

LEPERS BEG IN PUBLIC 
Doctor Reports Alarming State of Af- 
fairs In Porto Rico 

New York, May 18.—What is said 
to be alarming laxity the part 
of the Porto Rican government in the 
Care and control of persons suffering 
with leprosy will be brought to the 
Official attention of the United States 
Government by Dr. Edward Ehlers, 
one of a party of four European ex- 
perts who have been studying vari- 
ous diseases prevalent in the West 
Indies. He has just arrived in New 
York from Ponce. 

Dr. Eblers said that under present 
conditions in Porto Rico it is possible 
for many lepers to emigrate and carry 
the disease into the United States.

Two 
men in an advanced stage of the dis- 
ease I observed begging in the market 
place. Something should be - done 
speedily to obtain a better surveil- 
lance of suspects and a prompter and 
more thorough fsolatior of cases as 
goon as detected.”

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APOPLEXY ENDS 


LIFE OF ROGERS | 


Apparently in Normal Health 
Shortly Before Passing Away 


A MASTER MIND OF BUSINESS 


From Humble Beginning He Amassed 
a Fortune Running Well Into the 
Millions—His Financial interests 
Recently Placed In Other Hands In 
Anticipation of Death—Noted as an 
Oil Magnate and Philanthropist 
New York, May 20.—Henry H. 

Rogers, vice president of the Stand- 

ard Oil company, moving spirit in 

the organization of the Amalgamated 

Copper company, builder of railroads 

and philanthropist, lies dead at hi 

New York residence. : 


HENRY H. ROGERS. 
Death came a little more than an 


hour after Rogers had risen for the 


day, after mentioning to his wife 
that he was feeling ill. Before the 
family physician arrived he was dead, 
apoplexy, from which he had suf- 
fered in 1907, .having returned in a 
more acute form, which, in his ad- 
vanced age, 69 years, he could not 
withstand. 

Mrs. Rogers, three married daugh- 
ters, a son, H. H. Rogers, Jr., and 
Dr. W. J. Pulley, who was hastily 
summoned, were at the bedside when 
the end came. 

While Rogers’ death was sudden and 
unexpected, he had been in indiffer- 
ent. health since the apopletic stroke 
of 1907, and almost constantly under 
a physician’s care. His end at this 
time, however, was a great shock to 
his family and business associates, 
for Tuesday and Tuesday evening he 
was cheerful and apparently in nor- 
mal health. : 

News of the financier’s death did 
not become generally known till. about 
two hours after it occurred. The 
stock exchange had not opened when 
the report reached Wall street, but 
with the opening there was hardly 
an appreciable effect on the market. 
After a decline at first in the stoeks 
in which he was popularly supposed 
to be interested, conditions rapidly 
adjusted themselves, confirming in a 
way that Rogers in the last few 
months of his life anticipated death 
and had withdrawn from the market. 

It is known, indeed, that he took 
steps to safeguard his interests by 
placing his directing holdings in vari- 
ous corporations in other hands. Upon 
whose shoulders his burdens will rest 
hereafter is problematical, although 
close friends of the family are in- 
clined to think that this duty will fall 
to his son-in-law, Urban H. Brough- 
ten. 

The Rogers home is silent, save for 
the muffled tread of prominent callers 
who call to express their sympathies 
to the widow and children. 

Henry H. Rogers was a money 
maker and one of the most success- 
ful men of the so-called Standard Oil 
group. He began life as a poor boy 
at Fairhaven, Mass., where he was 
born, and retained his legal residence 
there until the day of his death. He 
fs variously reported as having start- 
ed life as a newsboy and as a driver 
of a grocery cart, but whatever his 
humble beginning in business he 
achieved a success attained by only 
a few men of a generation. He was 
@ man of many friends and an en- 
thusiastic yachtsman. Until recently 
the held the reins of.the Standard 
Oil company, consequent upon the re- 
tirement of John D. Rockefeller, al- 
though J. B. Archibold attended to 
the routine management of the great 
corporation. 

Just how much money Rogers 
leaves is not known. His fortune is 
variously estimated at from $650,- 
000,000 to $75,000,000, which will 
make his son, H. H. Rogers, Jr., 
one of the richest young men in the 
country. 

The widow he leaves was his sec- 
ond wife, his first wife dying four- 
teen years ago. He is also survived 
by four children, the son mentioned, 
and three daughters, Mrs. W. HB. 
Benjamin, Mrs. Urben H. Broughten 
and Mrs. William R. Coe.

Patten Professes to See Dangér Ahead 
In Wheat Lands 

Chicago, May 20.—James A. Pat- 
ten of the board of trade firm of 
Bartlett, Patten & Co., whose opera- 
tions in wheat have received nation- 
al notice during the last few weeks, 
in an address before the Flour Men’s 
elub of Chicago last night, said: 

“T predict that high prices will pre- 
vail all over the world for a year to 
come in wheat, and that the winter 
wheat (soft wheat) will sell as high 
in America a year from now as it is 
selling today. 

“I cannot dwell too strongly on the 
law of supply and demand and the 
theory that the producton of wheat 
in the United States has not kept 
pace with the increase in population. 
The wheat lands are cropped to death. 
Changes must come, or we will suf- 
fer the result.” 


FAIL FOR A MILLION 


New York Brokers Lost Money Ir. 
Backing a Taxicab Concern 

New York, May 18.—In the ap- 
pointment of a receiver for Tracey & 
Co., members of the New York stock 
exchange and the Chicago board of 
trade, Wall street had a million dollar 
failure with an interesting variation 
from the ordinary. 

While no announcement as to the 
exact cause has been made, F. A. 
Benedict, the receiver, says that he 
understands that money lost.in back- 
ing a lecal taxicab concern figures in 
the outside venturers. The firm has 
no stock exchange obligations.

And all the paints swear 
they cover 300 square feet two coats.

Surfaces differ; one takes more, 
another takes less. Devoe covers 
more than any other paint; two to 
one in the case of half the paints. 
But how many it covers, we don’t 
know till we see the surface.

IN SING SING 
Minimum Period of imprisan- 
ment Imposed Upon Hains 
GOUNSEL YIELDS TO TRANSFER 


Justice Garretson Has Something to 
Say About “Unwritten Law,” Which 
He Declares fe Abhorrent to All 
Right Thinking -. Men—Maximum 
Sentence of Sixteen Years May Be 
Commuted Under Certain Conditions 


Ossining, N. Y., May 19.—Captain 


Hains is now prisoner No. 2002 in’ 


Sing Sing. On entering the prison 
Hains’ pedigree was taken, the num- 
ber 2002 was assigned to him, he was 
equipped with a suit of prison cloth- 
ing and then sent to the prison barber 
to be shaved. Later he was sent to 
his cell. Today he will be examined 
by the prison physician and if found 
able to work will be assigned to the 
task which will be his perhaps for 
the next eight years. 


JUDGE GARRETSON. 


Counsel for Hains practically yield- 
ed to his immediate transfer from the 
Queens county jail to Sing Sing, when 
they announced that no application 
would be made for a certificate of 
reasonable doubt as a stay of execu- 
tion. An appeal, based on the gen- 
eral court record in the case, will be 
taken in regular course, however. 

In passing sentence, Justice Garret- 
son said that the defendant had'a fair 
trial and had been defended by ex- 
perienced lawyers, and a jury found 
@ verdict commensurate with the re- 
quirements of the law. 

Of the “unwritten law,” Garretson 
spoke as follows: 

“That any person may assume to be 
judge and executioner for a real or 
fancied wrong done to him by anoth- 
er, society cannot approve and the 
law does not sanction. Such a doc- 
trine is. abhorrent to all right-think- 
ing men and the practice of it is sub- 
versive of modern civilization. In this 
case the law of the state has been 
vindicated and the claim to a right 
to mete out personal vengeance has 
been again condemned. Further 
comment is needless.” 

During his imprisonment the con- 
duct of Hains will be observed by the 
prison officials, and at the expiration 
of eight years the parole board, com- 
posed of prison officials, may recom- 
mend to the governor that his sen- 
tence be commuted to less than the 
maximum of sixteen years. The final 
action rests with the governor.

Judge Barnes, in the superior 
court, said that it was apparent that 
Mrs. Tucker was not in dire want of 
anything at this time.

From. $750,000 to $1,000,000 is the 
estimate placed on the crop of Dela- 
ware’s three counties alone. It is ad- 
mitted, however, that the million dol- 
lar figure will only be realized in case 
good prices prevail throughout the 
season. : 

The $750,000 estimate allows an 
average of 3% cents'a quart for the 
ripened fruit.

With the death of Harriet Bartlett 
Jarvis Richards, a woman known not 
only by her many acts of eee, 
tion, 
the community loses one of its most 
esteemed residents. 

Mrs. Richards died at the home of 
her son, Bartlett Richards, in Coro- 
nado, Wednesday evening, the end 
coming peacefully. A _ resident of 
Coronado for six years, her death 
will come as a severe blow to a host 
of friends and acquaintances. De- 
spite the ripe old age that she had 
attained the deceased was active un- 
til only a few days before her demise. 
About a week before her death, in 
spite of being in her ‘eighty-ninth 

ear, Mrs. Richards came to San 

iego and attended to shopping. Her 
general health to the last was of the 
best and death was only occasioned 
by old age. : 

Harriet Bartlett Jarvis Richards 
was born in Weathersfield, Vt, in 
1820. Her grandfather was a friend 
and contemporary in Boston of John 
Adams and John Hancock at the time 
of the American revolution, and is 


buried in historic old Copley cem- 


tery in Tremont street, Boston. 

In 1843 Mrs. Richards was married 
at the home of her father, William 
Jarvis, at Weathersfield, Windsor 
County, Vermont, to the Rev. J. De 
Forrest Richards, a Congregational 
cler, an educated man and 
scholar of rare attainments. They 
lived some years at Charlestown, N. 
H., and Weathersfield, Vermont, and 
since then during her long life Mrs. 
Richards has lived in Ohio, Michigan 
and Alabama, where the death of her 
husband occurred. She then took her 
family to Hanover, N. H., where her 
second son, Jarvis, took his degree 
at Dartmouth college, where his father 
had also graduated. She then went 
to Andover, Mass., where she remain- _ 
ed while her son Bartlett, completed 
his course through Phillips Academy, 
and her daughter, Margaret (after- 
wards Mrs, Stocks. Millar), graduated 
from. Bradford Fnac Bradford, 
Mass., opposit verhill, where her 
great aunts had also attended in 1802, 

Her oldest son, DeForrest, came 
west and served as governor of Wyo- 
ming for four years, was then re-elect- 
ed and while serving his second term 
his death occurred. 

For the last six years Mrs. Richards 
had made her home with her son 
Bartlett Richards, at Coronado, where 
she died just as the sun dropped into 
the Pacific behind Point Loma, on 
April 14. Her chamber looked out 
over the waves, scarcely one hundred 
feet away, was a fitting place for her 
spirit to take flight after ninety years 
ladened with good deeds and kind- 
ness to all, sympathy to the distress- 
ed, and a hand reaching always to- 
ward the disconsolate and the needy.

school cooking than in the same time 
in arithmetic or grammar and, 
whether or not she ever keeps house, 
a Mgerm who erg Ishangs e learns 
as a girl in school about meats, and 
other foods about the sna and 
means of cooking, marks her as an 
intelligent woman. in a class entirely 
distinct from one who reads “Para- 
dise Lost” or “Beautiful Snow.” 
The school girls of the United 
States almost invariably spend one- 
fifth of their whole school life for 
eight years on arithmetic and in the 
rest of their life they do not spend 
one five-thousandth part of their time 
in using arithmetic. It would be as 
sensible for Andover to pick out a 
mile of road way that is the least 


| used of any in town and then vote 


to spend all the highway money. on 
that mile as to make a girl spend 
one fifth of her time on a subject that 
she never uses, A girl can be taught 
all the arithmetic she will ever use, 
if she goes only through the gram- 
mar school, in one tenth of the time 
now given to it. 

What is said of arithmetic and 
cooking is as true of formal grammar, 
of sewing, of manual training, and of 
the Kindergarten. There is no other 
time in the school course in which 
one can do what is done in the Kin- 
dergarten It is as important as 
plowing is to sowing, as bast- 
ing. is to the sewing machine, 
as the bud is to the flower. It is the 
vestibule to the house, the anteroom 
to the hall. The old fashioned way 
of taking a free and easy child from 
the home and plunging ims into the 
school where he was to sit still by 
the hour from the very first‘ day on- 
ward was as wicked, as cruel, as it 
would be to hitch a year old colt to 
a mowing machine with a six year old 
horse. 

A child who comes into a good 
primary school through a Kindergar- 
ten is twice as likely to graduate from 
the’ grammar school as one that is 
plunged into the primary school di- 
rectly. Every dollar spent on a good 


kindergarten saves two dollars in the 
cost of the school system. This is 
Cold hard truth.

Spraying with Arsenates not Dan- 


ik theory but fact. 


gerous 


_ Articles which have been published 
in some of the newspapers of the 


state calling attention to the fact that 


Professor Headden of Colorado be- 
lieves that he has proved that the use 
of arsenates in spraying for insects 
is dangerous, and that it has in num- 


erous instances caused the death, of 


trees, deal with a matter of such great 
importance that it seems desirable in 
order that the public may neither be 
misled nor unnecessarily alarmed, to 
state that Professor Headden’s con- 
clusions are not generally accepted 
either by entomologists, botanists or 
horticulturists conhected with the 
different experiment stations of the 
country as being reliable. 

Dr. E. D. Ball, entomologist of the 
Utah Experiment Station who has 
paid particular atention to this sub- 
ject, says in the conclusion of an 
address delivered before the Utah 
Horticultural Society:—‘“that the con- 
ditions described by Dr. Headden and 
attributed to the effects of arsenical 
spraying occur over widely distribut- 
ed. areas and have killed thousands 
of trees on which no arsenic has ever 
been used, and that therefore arsen- 
ical poisoning cannot be the primary 
cause of this condition; that the only 
trees positively known to have died 
of arsenical poisoning were the two 
to which soluble arsenic was applied, 
a compound which no one hag ever 
used for spraying purposes.” 

The soil characteristics throughout 
the region with which both Dr. Head- 
den and Dr. Ball are most familiar are 
radically different from those existing 
here. In many localities the western 
soils are strongly impregnated with 
alkali and Dr. Ball believes that it 
is the injurious effect of this alkali, 
combined with injudicious use of 
water in irregation that is chiefly re- 
sponsible for the trouble with orch- 
ard trees which Dr. Headden ascribes 
to spraying with arsenical poisons. 
Dr. Ball, however, points out that 
there is a possibility of danger from 
excessive spraying on strongly alka- 
line soils since the action of the al- 
kali in such soils might to some slight 
degree tend to bring the arsenic into 
solution. 

It is not the practice of this state 
to use soluble arsenic compounds in 
spraying, and it is not the belief of 
the chemists of the station that the 
insoluble arsenates which are used 
will become soluble in our soils, which 
never contain alkali in any consider- 
able quantity. While, therefore, in- 
discriminate and excessive spraying 
is in all cases inadvisable, all the ex- 
perts of the Massachusetts Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station are agreed 
in believing that the use of arsenates 
in accordance with directions publish- 
ed by the experiment station, and 
as practiced by the Gypsy Moth Com- 
mission, is not attended with danger 
to the trees or to the person consum- 
ing the fruit of the trees. 

Ts proof of the soundness of this 
view attention is called to the fact 
that in Masachusetts, where arsenic 
compounds have been more extensive-

Frances. S, Clarke, Executrix of the 


will of Amasa Clarke, late of Brookline 
in the County of Norfolk, deceased, plain- 
tiff, against The Inhabitants of the Town 
of Andover in the County of Essex; Harry 
M. Eames of said Andover, as he is 
Trustee under the will of Benjamin H. 
Punchard, late of said Andover, ‘de- 
ceased; the Domestic and Foreign. Mis- 
sionary Society of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church in the United States of 
America, the American Bible Society and 
the Seamen’s Friend Society, all. corpo- 
rations organized and existing under the 
laws of the State of New York and hav- 
ing their usual place of business in the 
City, oan and State of New York; the 
American Sunday School Union, a corpo- 
ration duly established by law and having 
its usual place of business in Boston in 
the county of Suffolk; and Anson Baldwin 
and Martha P. Baldwin, both of Yonkers 
in the State of New York, defendants, in 
a bill of complaint in equity. : 

The plaintiff says that Benjamin H. 
Punchard of said Andover died in the 
year 1850, leaving a will, duly proved and 
allowed by the probate court for the 
County of Essex May 7, 1850, in the 
second paragraph of which, among other 
gifts, he gives “to Ellen, * * * *, seven 
thousand dollars, the income of which if 
not needed for their support, and school- 
ing to be added to the principal during 
their minority; and at the age of twenty- 
one they to receive the income of the sev- 
eral amounts devised by them during the

benefit of orphans and indigent children 
under the direction of my trustees or ex-

That during the lifetime of said 
Ellen the income was duly paid to her 
guardian, (she being an insane person), 
her death occurring February 18, 1892, 
she never having married and being much 
more than twenty-oné years of age.

The State Tax Commissioner’s 
office at the State House received 
word from the assessors of the town 
of Methuen that they had been noti- 
fied by Edward F. Searles that he 
had taken domicile in Windham, N.

Originally the assessors of Methuen 
turned into the State tax office re- 
turns showing they had taxed Searles 
o:1 a total valuation of $541,500. This 
was at once sent back to them by 
Mr. Trefry with the demand that 
they re-assess Mr. Searles’ personal 
property. Then they turned in a per- 
sonal valuation on $66,500. The Sas 
000,000 upon which it was proposed 
to tax Searles amounts to nearly one- 
third of the total of all the other 
property found untaxed in the State 
since the “tax-dodgers” law went 
into effect.
